In & recent attack by Indlans on the
camps of chewing gum gatherers In
south Mexico, 17 persons were killed,
18 wounded and 67 more elther mur-
dered or carried Into eaptivity. :
The force of Indians consisted of
about 200 and was led by & renegade
from the natlops]l guards of Yuocatan,
The Indians first attacked a camp at
Quintara Roo, where they killed three
women and two men and wounded three
more men. At another camp they
kllled. two men and two women and
wounded three men,

In Chenchuncho the hospltal, com«
mercial warehouses and ofMces were
burned. Three patlents perished. At-
tacks also were made on several other
camps resulting In several deaths.
